War in Enrope~ Revival of the Tmperial
Game ot Napoleon the Greal.
From the Herald.

The little speech of Napoleon at Auxerre has
startled the listening nations ol Europe, They
will aocept it as the sigosl of another imperial
orusade of the armies of France, He has played
hiv part as the champlon of peace, and now, as
the Hying embodiment of war,

Rod batt'e stamups his foot, and nations feel the shoek.

History repeats iteell, The restoration of the
empire in France under Napoleon the Third
means Lhe revival of the imperial game of Napo-
leon the First, As the Julius Cwsar of the nines
teenth century Louis Napoleon, may be ¢'mtom-
plating the empire of Augustus; but it is mors
probable that with Russia he meditutes another
division of Europe between an Eastern sod
Western empire. Since the dith cencury of the

Christian ern, when the Western empire ol
Rome came to an end and the monarchy of
France was founded, thete have been several
attempts to re e=tablish an Bmpire of the West,
In tue year 800 such an emplire wis prociaimed
by Charlemagne, who was orownel at Rome by
the Pope, ns King of Italy, Germany, and
France, But six years later this empire of the
great Charles disappearsd with its division
between hig three sops. In any eveut s main-
tenance in that day was impossible from the
bat barous and turbulent condition of the various
warlike divislons, tribes, nnd races of the conti-
pent,

In the latter ball of the eleventh century the
Pope himselt—Alexander IT—claimed supreme
temporal and spiritual dominion over all the
Christian Blates; bot a few years later, in an
altcwpt to exercise this suthority, lns successor,
Gregory V11, was expelled by Henry 1V, of Gor-
muny, and died In exile, Charles V, of Spain
and Germany, for a time established a dominant
Western empire, but was finully driven to a
cloister by Lutter and the Reformation, Napo-
leon the First, after big subjugation of the conti-
uent west ol Russin and Turkey, fell at last
under the coali'ions houaht by the gold of Eng-
lana; butin exchange tor 8i, Helena be letl to
England his legney of her present navdonal debt:
thus binding her hand and 100t under Napoleon
the Thipd,

* Within fifty vears,” said the Napaleon of
Bt. Helena, ‘‘all Europe will be republican or
Coseack.” He doubtless meant that the conty
nent would be governed by the decrees issuvd
from Parie  or St Petersburg. Buot  the
Cossack of that day has sinee been brought
within the pale of modern clyvilization, and the
power of Rus:ia mgy profiiably to France be
now iiverted to the eastword. Russia and
Turkey are both arwing for war: but either
appenrs to Do in Aany way connected with the
complieations of the Western Powers. It is
thus apparent that the game for dominion m
this impending conflict will be tor a division of
Europe between France ano Russia, While
thus relieved ol une of the two most powerlul
enemies of the uncle, the nephew will be
relieved of the other by the pational debt of
England, In all other respects the sithation of
things i3 in favor of Napoleon and nis emphatic
declaration ngaimst the treaties ot 1815, Holland
and Belgium. and the smaller German States
are within his glusg. Prussia i8 committed
against Austrin, and Italy is dependent upon
and devoted to France,

The grand drama, therefore, will probably be
opened by & movement of Italy upon Venctia,
Prussis, then seizing her opportunity, will ad-
vanoe against Austria oo the otherside, nnd then
the six hundred thousand available troops or
France will be put in motion for the Rhine and
the Danube, and the treaties and boundaries of
1815 will be blosted out,

Such, we conjecture, will be the wesiern sec-
tion of the coming Buropean war. The eastern
division, by coueert with Napolecn, may be lert
to Russia. Against either of those two powers,
thus co-operating for the division of Burope be-
tween them, England cannot interfere. Nor
will she long be able to survive the general
wreck of kingdoms aud dynasties without u close
alliance with the United States, In any event,
the financial revalsion which Europe will suffer
will be the building up ot the credit, power, aud
prosperity of the great republic,

former position with the prestige and power of &
congqueror, From all sides these were vehe-
mently assured that, it the Ssuth were but
ununimous in demanding her “nghts,” the
North durst not refuse them, and thai there
would be no war—that only by Southern unan-
imity oould civil war be averted. Thus were
Virginina, North Caroling, Tennesses, Arkuansas,
¢te., whelmed ln the abyss ol treason, J

The third and most numerous gection vi the
minority 18 compused of the Northern Copper-
heads, whose hearts were 1o the main with the
Rebellton throughout—mnot that they wanted
disunion, but that they sccounted the Republi-
can party the tirst aggressor and the Rebels

The logio of this new conspirncy runs thpa:—
he States Iately in revoll tried to eet out of
the Union but falled; bence, they were never
out; hence, they have forfeited no right which
they ever possissed; hence, having lald down
their arms, they are now entitled to be rerre
sented in Congiess, and to do 1o all things as
though they bad never revolled,”

Governor Seward threwtens us with defeat if wa
do not consign the loval bincks to the tender
mercies of the late Robels,  Our answeris short
and simple:—Better deleat and loss of pewer
than pertidy and dishonor! In the natural
course ol events, we mnat m time give place to
our antagonists. How can we lose our power
mure nobly thau by seeking to do justice to a
ruce which never yet has had justice—which
Kebels and Copperheads hate with redoublaed
venom because it powerlally aided to balie their
conlident assertions that “*The South cannot ba
conquered 77 Eyery liberal on earth—every
man it Europe who sympathized with us in our
lute trinl—unanimously demands of us the full
enfranchisement of the blacks, You canoot
find in «ll Europe one man who calls himselt a
republican or democrat who 18 not zealous in
this demand, If we are doomed to fall before
the oligurchy which so long ruled the land with
a rod of iron, why is not this the best possible
issue on which to be divested of power ?

But who knows that we are doomed? Mont-
gomery Blair thought he wore our sealp in his
belt when he returned last fall to Washington
from slumping our State for the Democratic
ticket; but he dudn't.  Governor Seward has ere
now proved napt at prophecy: how can we be
sure that he reads aright the stars to-day ?

We do not care to (ollow the Premier through
his discussion of the President's vetoes, nor or
the propricty of admitting to Congress loyal rep-
resentatives from certain States lately in revolt.

The Financial Panic in England —Is
Causes and Features,
From the Times,
The fuancial excitement in England cannot
be sald to have occurred ununwares, The oul-
wionting point has been reached suddenly, as
it alwaye has been in s'milar circumstances,
but for some time past it has been disuinctly
indicated, The collapse counsequent upon
period of excessive intation bad already begun,
and the enormons depreciation which has been
golog on 10 certain commodities, and in securi-
ties of almost every description, has both
hostened the dieaster and contributed to its
intenusity, Compared with the panic of 1857
this jdifference w evident—then, external infu.
ences precipitated difficulty, and were the im-
mediate causes of the crisls; now, the opernting
causes are mainly domestic, the offect arising
out of the warlike prospect in Continental
Europe being but secondary in its beuln‘f upon
the London market. There i8 another distine.
tion, too, of which the United States may wall
be proud. In 1857 the drain of gold was from
England to this country, the first great failure—
that of Dennistoun & Co,, of Glasgow—having
been & result of embarrassments on this aide of
the Atlantie. In the present Instanoe, instead
of luducing business trouble, we are contribut.
ting mumibicently to the mitigation ol miasfor-
tunes for which neither our trade nor speoulas
tions can in any degree be held accountable,
What may be termed the key-note of the dif.
oulty has been equally distinct in each onse,
The Dennistoun fallure pointed to the Amerlcan
trude as the controlling weakness of the time,
In the same manner, the s nsion of Overend,
Gurney & Co. now reveals the relation of the
financial companies which have sprunr up like

¢ial company, on the principle of nulimited lig-
bility, with prominent railway men among its
directing rartnun. and with sn actually pmid-in
cash coapiial only partislly representing its
nowinal basis of operutions,  Companies of this
nalure then multiptied rapidly. Freed from the
ola lability mﬂrurmuu. and tempted by the
prospect of profedous profit, speoulators with
money und speculntors without money rushed
into them with a recklessness which should
herenfter moderate the reproaches ol our Hog-
hien cousing,

Nothing was more ens
of finuncial companies, wil‘:
milHons, of which but a fraction hnd really been
contributed by the stockholders, They were so
many finaocial pyramids inverted-—a great pile
ol eredit resting upon n minute amount of cash,
The companies, nevertheless, went to work lend-
g money to help all sorts of entorprises, and
puying dividends which looked like usurious
profit, The money they advanced, however,
wias for the most part not their own, They
were mere discounting saeencies, sssuming
hazardous risks with the chance of enormous
profit, aud hypotueenting the securities they
received to ohain the mooey tor thewr cuslom-
¢rs.  The remainder ot the story way be soon
told, The sccwrities on which the companies
nad obtawed and v turn  made advanoces,
shared the extraordinary deprecinion which has
been observable in the Eoglish market sinee the
commencement of the present year; und the
burka thut had supplied the funda shraok from
an extenson ol their investment:, In xome
ciges—as ' the continents] railroads, in which
many gieat coniractors are deeply engoged—
the turther negotintion of loans became lmpos-
sible, The finanmal companics, themselves
unable to borrow, were no longer able to lend;
and their availuple cash capital being utterly
unequel to themr business, a stoppage ensued,
The largest of the compames were the first to
suspeud, and then sprang up the panio, which,
according to our present advices, although 1t
muy be but temporary, has had no paraliel
sinee 1826,

count, and 1ts fival retusal to assist the toancial
companics on any terms, must be regarded as
the immediate cause ol the exertement, the real

The Oracle of Auxerre,
From the Daily News,

When the Freneh Emperor, in response to the
wddress of welcome of the Mayor of Auxerre,
suid, addressing the populace of that town, *in
the midst of you I breathe at cage, for it ls
umong the laborions populsiions of the towns
and rural distriots that 1 tind the true genlus of
Fronce,” he expressed no more signiticantly Lis
iriendly feeling towards the lower classes of the
Freuch people than he had long before done
when a prisoner in the Foriress of Ham after his
unsuccesatul attempt at revolution in 1840, In
his “Historizal Fragments,” a social and politi-

cal essay written during his incarceration, he
expressed his vesolve to wet always in the *4n.
terests of the musses, the sources of all right and
ol all weanith, although destitute of the one and
witboul guarantee 1or the ot her.”

Thus, then, when we ficd the ex-philosopher
of the Ir,u ison ut Ham—to-day the great Bmperor
with almost boundless power—epesking words
of encourngement to 1the masses, it is not to be
supposed that he is, at the commencement of a
deep political scheme, attemphing to secure the
populur symputhies in his contemplated move-
ments, or thut he s desirous of exhibiting his
displeasure at that element of Frencn society
that ranged itselt in opposition to the (iovern.
ment pominees i the late elections. Thac he
would seck to enlist the concurrence of the
mwaes of the Freneh people in his plans, what-
ever they way be, 18 natural; but he would
seurcely nttempt to propitiate one c¢lass at the
expense of the friendship ot another,

put it 15 his declaration that, in common with
the mhabitants of the borough of Auxorre, in
which town, according to the words of its Mavor,
“the racred fire ol attachment w the em,ire
has always been kept burning even in the
durkest times,” he detested those wreaties of
18156, whereby the armed coulition nguinst
Frauce made nugatory the splendid fruits of
thut empire's eswstence, that his ufterances,
oracular though they be, partake of au ominous
significance, It gives evidence that in that
rombre uature of his the tire ol delnyed ven-
geanee 15 not extinguished; that the wrone done
10 the head o1 his house and the rounder of his
fiumily is not forgotten; that the reteibutive deot
that I'rance owes to tnose who gloried in ber
shame must come day be paid.

No wonder, then, that the gossip-mongers of
Paris_and the qui¢nuncs of the continent
should see in his weipbty words at Auxerre
testimony to his contemplated aetion in the
pending  Germun guarrel,  And it is upon a
troubled and complicated fleld, indeed, that he
looked when be loreshudowed fn bis carmag-
nole ro the workmen listening to him the policy
that should govern France in the near (uture of
war. There ia ecarcely & nation of any preten
#lon in Kurope that does not ocoupy its alloted
pince in the foreground of the batile-picture,
Austria, Prussia, and Italy are at imminent
odds. Of those vations wimch seem destined to
become involved in the strugele tor empive or tor
existence, France is the ¢hief. In a remote way,
but a8 a consequent npon the threatencd over.
throw of the stipulutions of those treaies ol 1515,
of which Louls Napoleon has just declarcd his
detestation, England, 100, may become an uitive
agent in the prevention of the mensced recoa.
struction ol the map of Eunrope, may be cow-
pelled, also, to arm in suother canse which has
not yet made flself apparent, but which s
destined to appear npon the scene In due time,
and when toe combatants shall have bocome
hotly engsged, This diversion will oecur with
the gradunl untolding of the Russisn polley,
which would extend the power of that empire
into Asin, and towards the British posse sions
ol India—n polioy which, mn 1ts atiempted exer
cise al the expenee of Turkey, brouszht on ghe
Ur'mean war, and whioh, for these many vears,
hag been the Kuidlnu-atnr of Russian diplomacy,

With the whole of Western Burope convulsed
with condlicl the *‘glant of the North” will avail
itself of the vexed question of the Principalities
to advanoe upon the stolid Turk, who, in the
throes of av untimely dissolution, may call
upon Allah, but m vaw, for protection irom his
foes, And thus, in the great storm of war that
seems de-tined to arise from even so small and
poor a beginning as the dispute over Schleswig.
Holstein, may we oateh a glimpse, ws it were,
of the wonderful workings of that destiny thatl
tollows in the coursé ol nations, converiin
ignoble couses into the opportunities of ambi.

Duvis, which was notoriously puor at the time
of his capture, has been systematically broken
down by a cruel and delibérate persoveraace in
applying to bim one of the worst tortures known
to homanity,

told, After describme the general prostration
of the prisoner's physique, Surgeon Cooper
CIUAR Sl

‘Shebt nolses, which are scaroly percoptiblo to a
wan nr bust heaith, ean e ulin moeh pain, the de«
gcripiion of the soncation belng us of one fayed and
baving every semtient verve exposed o the waves
of sound. Want of sl op has beon & preat and almost
the principal cause of s nervous excitabinty  his
Las been produced by the tramp of the oreakine
boots of the sentinels on post rovnd the prison room

d the relieval of the guard at the expiration of

¢ry two hows, winch slmost invariabiy wakens
bim. DPrisoner Duvis states that he has seargely
eojoyed over two hours of sleep unbroken at one
time since hid confinement, M.ans have been taken,
by placing matting on the floors for the sentinel to
wilk on, to alleviate this souree of disturbauce, but
with nnly partinl sucoess s vital eondition is low,
and he has but little rocuporative furse, Should ho
by attnekes by any of the severe torms of disease fo
which the tide-water region o Virmnia s subjoot,
1 with reagon, tear for the 1esult.”’

In a very minute and horrihle trentise on the
tortures practised by the Inguisition, an Italian
writer tells us that a certain Grand Inquisicor,
ut Rome, famous for his ski!l at jangling God's
Work in the human body, pronounced this spe-
cial torm of torment, the torment by insomnia,
to be *‘the most exquisite and victorious of all
he had ever essayed.” No picture in all that
oread gallery of 1mperial mudoess and misery
which Suetorius has beguesatbed to us, 18 s0
tenrinl as his portrsmiture of Caligula, roaming
through the vast halls ol the palace of the
Casars, night after night, with bloodsnot
eyes, sleepless, and driven on by sleeplessness
10 insanity,

And in whut light are we, this tmumphant
Awericun people ol the ninetceath orntury, to
uppear before posterily, weighted with the
damuing image of our most congpicuous enemy
thus ticd by us to fae stake, nod tortured by us,
with worse than Irdinn tortures, unto death?

We muke, snd seek to make, no party issues
with suy man or men on this matter, It is the
uonor, the bumanity, the Christianity, the civili-
zution ot the American republic which are here
involyed, Sinee the eloguent pen of Mr. Glad-
stone, near 8 score ol years ago, concenteated
the indignation of the civilized world upon the
barbarous trestment inflicted by the Bourbon
rulers of Naples upon Baron Poerio and his
tellow-captives, there has been no such reve
lation as this of the bratality to which men
may be tempted by politica] passion; and 1t
is intolerable that the scandals of Ischia
and San Elmo should be paralleled in e
sacred name or hiberty, withun the walls
o Fortress Monroe. ¢ abswain purposely
from discussing the nature and extent of the
political ofienses for which Jefferson Davis
lins thus been made to suffer. For we are un-
willing to believe that any man can be lound,
even in the ranks of the most extreme ol fhe
Radicsl perty, who would dare lmport such a
discussion into the case. Thaddeus Stevens
could shock the moral sense of mankind by
demandiag {he “*penitentiary ot hel” for mil-
lions of e tellow-count-ymen; but even Thad-
deus Stevens, we preier to think, wounld shirink
from condensing tvhat vast and Inclugive
ansthema into practical und downrizht torture
ol u single human being, When Lalayetie wis
suflering the extremes ol oruelty 1 the Austrian
dupgeons of Ulmutz, Edmusd Burke, trans-
ported by s blind rage agaimnst the French Re-
volution, eould respond to an qupmu in behalf
ol the mjored and highsouled victim by ex-
clalming in his place in Parliament :—**I would
not debase my humanity by supporting en lr-
lication in behsliof such & horrid rufian !”
